TIME TO FORGET 
! THE BALKAN TROUBLE, 

The carly consummation of peace in Europe, promised in today’s dispatches, will 
be as welcome in Western Canada as in the country more contiguous to the scene of action. 
What the outbreak of hostilities in the Balkans has cost the west in nervous shock cannot be 
computed by any standards of finance, but the evidences of it are on every hand. Notwith- 
standing that every barometer by which the progress and trade of the country could be 
eauged proves indisputibly that the country is in better condition than ever before, there has 
heen disseminaled a feeling that somehow or other the progress indicated in the clearing house 
returns, the customs receipts, the building permits, the immigration figures and the home- 
stead entries was a phantom and illusory progress. Financial papers have talked of the strin- 
gency created by the war until people have grown to harbor the sub-conscious feeling that it 
WAS something which would prevent the crops from growing or wipe out the market for 
wheat and beef. Every postponement of development, such in thousands of instances as 
would not have merited a moment’s atention in a different state of the public mind, has been 
attributed to the stringency. Cities which offered the very best security under the sun have 
found themselves unable to raise money on their bonds, railways have found their market 
shaky and builders have been told that the brick and steel-and stone which they were pre- 
pared to put into their own buildings were not good securily. 

‘That there never for a moment existed a reason, other than a mental one, for the 
lack of confidence which has found lodgment in the minds of millions of people since the 
armies ef the little fourth-rate principalities of Europe commenced to butcher each other, 
everyone who applies logic to the situation will be compelled to admit. But the mental atti- 
tude, when it seizes a whole people, is an all-compelling force, and the havoc that may be 
wrought by a wrong mental attitude is incalculable. 

So, therefore, it is with joy that Western Canadians, inhabitants of the country 
which most of all requires confidence for its early and rapid development, will note that the 
Balkan nations have shot themselves out and that the world will once more get down to its 
proper financial and commercial stride. In the first half of the current year Edmonton has 
fared better than any of the other cities of the west, no doubt because of the fact that Ea- 
miontan’s resources and possibilities were more apparent and that her destiny admitted of 
no dispute. But, nevertheless, the cessation of the war, with its attendant handicaps upon 
credits and development, will be welcomed in Edmonton as in every other city and town 
from the lakes to the Pacific Coast. With a treaty of peace a certainty, western people can 
now eet down to work again and forget that there ever was a Balkan trouble. :

During its brief period of office the Borden 
government has shown an unflagging determina- 
tion to enforce the time disgraced system of gov- 
ernment by cabinet rather than by parliament, 
which would alone warrant the people in con- 
temptuously dismissing it from power whenever 
it dare give them the chance. Its course has been 
evidently promoted, ot merely by a desire for 
absolute power, but by the desire to obtain absolute 
control of immense funds, with the clear intention 
of using them in such a manner as to off-set the ef- 


fect of its record. 
Mr. Borden tried to secure a vote of $35,000,- 


solute control of the government so that it could be 
expended by the government without the slight- 
est control by parliament, even though the expen- 
diture had to continue over four of five years, as It 
would. When on May 15, Mr W. M. German 
inoved that the $35,000,000 be paid, ‘Upon ap- 
propriation in that behalf being from time to time 
made by parliament,” the. Tories and Nationalists 
united to defeat it. When Mr, Carvell moved that 
the work done under the proposed act should be by 
contract awarded upon public tenders, the Tories 
and Natlonalists voted it down. When the senate 
demanded the cool judgment of the people upon 
the project, the government refused to take such a 
risk and abandoned the bill. 

The whole course of the Navai Bill made It 
plain that the Borden-Rogers’ combination were far 
more anxious to gain absolute control of the $35,- 
000,000 (and the further funds that would inevit:

easlly be only bizarre. Bright colors 
are fascinating. They always appeal 
to the sense of the primitive that is 
inherent in every soul, They are 
dangerous, nevertheless, and they 
require skill in handling to give good 
results. 


O feature of the gowns and the 
2 jackets scems more remarkable 


than the very general use of 
the kimono sleeves. They are emi- 
nently graceful, inherently beautiful 
and they are the favorites of the really 
artistic few among designers, That they 
should have gained so general a hold 
seems something as a surprise, yet 
they are here and here in a great 
many interesting ways. Two gowns 
that bear each a well known Parisian 
name give evidence othe prevailing 
tendency and incidentally show how 
color is handled at its best. One is of 
red crépe in what is known as a Jouy 
design in blue or little flowers suggest- 
ive of the cretonne effect. There is a 
plain full waist cut out to form a 
V while kimono sleeves are shown, The 
skirt consists of a somewhat claborate 
tunic, rather difficult to déscribe, but 
the feature is the color effect. There is 
a wide girdle of black laid in plaits and 
the tunic is bound with plain red 
taffeta. The foundation skirt is. of 
black satin and the neck edge of the 
blouse is outlined with a rather wide 
frill of plaited white net finished with 
a black velvet bow. The second is a 


gown of very soft and beautiful erdpe 
in a shade of taupe and its trimming 
consists of embroidered conventional- 
ized roses. These roses might be in- 
spired by the Cubist idea. They ara 
flat and formless and the color is just 
an unshaded brilliant red, modified 
with white and wi-h green leaves. Both 
the red and the green are vivid but 
against the taupe they make a good 
effect. The work itself is interesting 
for it is raised and gives somewhat 
the effect of an applied éponge.

: Mhis question has been reopened by 
Dr. J. Baird Morton, medical superin- 


tendant to the Bury and District Joint 
Hospital Board, which possesses one of 
the finest sanatoria in England. Speak- 
ing al a consumptive exhibit the othdr 
day he declared kissing was not only 
dangerous but filthy. 

“Phere is 80 much consumption 
about,”’ he added, “that when a person 
kisses he or she ‘transfers salive from 
the mouth ito the other person, and 
hence it is no wonder that disease js 
spread 60 easily with all those filthy 
habits about.” 

Other medical mon, while condemn- 
ing the habit, are convinced that the 
practice, however distasteful to some, 
never will be given up. 

Dr. Martin, another medical oMocer 
of heabth of a quarter of a century's 
|experienco, frequently hies sevitden re- 

orts on infectious diseasss, and. ho 
holds that kissing is only one of ‘the 
minor oauses of consummption. He 
thinks milk from tuberculous cattle, 
{1 ventilated houses, the consestbd 
areas in the poorer parts of 0 district, 
insuffelent food and bad conditlons of 
employment are the chief causes,

YOUNG MEN NOW CANNOT 
AFFORD TO BUY FARMS 


Average of Marriage Has risen 
as a Result of Bie Values 
and the Social Life Is in a 

' Stagnant Condition, 


The proposition Js: If the price of 
Jand in any rural community be raised 
without a corresponding rise Inthe 
{Income derived from. the Jand, | the 
morals of the community suffer, 

Let the year be 1900. Let the land 
be any typical agricultural township 
in the United’ States, It is valued at 
an averaze of $20 an acre, and tho 
typical farm {neluding, of course, Im 
provements, is worth about $5,000 and 
yields all told 8 or 10 per cent, inter- 
est. The population consists of about 
200 families of strictly American stock, 
90 per cent. of whom have resided In 
the communily 45 years or imore. 
There are five or. six one-room sohoo!s 
Jn the township, and six or —‘seven 
churches. The average enrollment In 
the schools is 85; — the average 
membership of the churehes 60, 

The social life of the commnulty, 
while crude, is not sluggish. Howevsr 
conseryatlye {n methods of farming 
and education, there is yet a spirit of 
pride and of friendly co-operation. 
Telephones have not yet been IJntro- 
duced, 50 there is still a good bit of 
Visiting among families. The roads 
ere so poor that there is ilttle travel on 
them between town and country, and 
the recreations of the young people 
confined to the nelghborhood. These 
recreations consist of the sames at 
school, a little baseball, an occasfonal 
spelling bee and singing school, and 
Srequent log rollings, husking — bees 
and square dances. The old folks 
shave in these sports and have a fow 
of thelr own besides such as quilting 
bees and barn ralsings. It Js worth | 
nothing that nearly all these recra-} 
ations combine work wilh pleasure and 
represent a form of co-operation 
possible only in a stable population 
among families that have known cach 
other for a considerable length of tine. 

Can Afford to Marry. 

Mt is possible for a-youngz man in 
this community to save enough money 
{o buy a small farm by the time he Is 
twenty-three. or twenty-four, or if he 
Nas not saved enough he can usually. 
horrow enough to make the purchase. 
On such prospects a young man can 
afford to marry, ‘The average age of 
marriage in this township is nineteen 
for the Woman ond twenty-three for 
the man. 

Now suppose the price of land be 
doubled without the farmer's income 
being doubled; that is, double — his 
capital without increasing his interest.

Yails the natural tendency of the farm- 
er {is to sell, to. convert the capital 
into cash and put It where it will 
bring a larger interest. When he sells 
he moves, and when he moves he and 
his family go out of the country school;

The following are of the 
resources known to exist:—salt, fish, 
far-sands, copper,.galena, ivon ore, 
silver, gypsum, natural gas, immense 
| Water powers, and coal, 

The vivers of the North contain somo 
jot the finest water powers in €anada, 
| many of them ranking with the Claud- 
diere and the Niagara. The largest 
| deposits of asphalltum in North 
America are found on the lower Atha- 
basca. Gas wells and tar wells are to 
be found in the lower Peace and 
Alliabasca Water Sheds. The extent 
of tar-sand deposits in the McMurray 
district, whieh is at the junetion of the 
Athabasca and the Clearwater Rivers 
jis estimated by Government Gesligists 
}to be One Thousand square miles, 
The bituminus sands in sight amount 
to 28 and 40 cubie miles which have 
an average analyzalion as follows :— 

Bitumen 42542 per cent, water 
mechanically mixed 5.85 per cent. and 
silicous saunds84.73 per cent, Of this 
mass, if the preceding — analysis is 
taken as an average, (personally [ 
think it is a little high) as it is 
estimated to be from 200 to 225 feet 
in thiekness, with a probable average 
of 450, (the above estimate is from a 
geoligical survey report in 1893.) This 
lalso consider high. In any case they 
have figured it out 6.50 cubic miles in 
bitumen. The approximate weight of 
this-mass of bitumen is 30,090,000,000 
tons. The value of this immense de- 
posit «an the Athabasca is hard to 
estimate. The only attempt ever nade 
at an estimate will be found in the geo- 
logical survey report of Mr. R. G. Me- 
Connell in 18938, but since that time 
several other large‘ deposils have been 
discovered in the interior, and from 
personal exploration and: from such 
information: thal [have been able to 
gather from the best authentic reports, 
I know this field to be a great deal 
larger in extent than is generally 
understond by the public. 

The highest grade of asphalt used 
for paving in Murope, is mined at Seys- 
sel in France... Jt-is a bituminus lime; 
t stone. Whereas the Athabasca deposit 
is a bituminus sand or selica. <A 
pamphlet written by Mr. Delano, a high 
authority on asphalt and mineral bitu- 
men, makes this statement,—‘Asphalt 
is a natural’product in which carbonate 
of Kime and pure mineral bitumen are 
most intimately combined by natupral 
agencies, Thepro portions varying from 
T per cent. of bitumen and 93 per cent. 
of carbonate of lime to 20 per cent 
bitumen and 80 per cent. carbonate of 
lime, This produet is manufactured 
into what is termed asphalt, mastic, 
which is camposed according. to the 
same authority of asphalt rock. ground 
to a fine powder and mixed hot with 
a varying proportion of hot bitumer. 
similar to that contained in a natura\ 
Lrock. Further gritted asphalt mastic 
is Composed of pure asphalt, broken 
into small piecesfrom éne to half inch 
diameter, to which 8 added 5 per cent. 
of pure bitumen and from 20 per cent. 
to 40 per cent. of fine clear grit sand. 
The particles of the latter are 7 to 38 
inches of diameter." Mr. Delano 
further states that he prefers limestone 
grit, but df silicous grit only can be 
obtained it should be as fine as sea 
sand. 

The Athabasca tar-sand in its natural 
state almost fills the aboye — specifl- 
cation for the manufactured material. 
Asphaltic or bituminus concrete is com- 
posed of two parts of hot gritted mas- 
tic mixed with three parts of flint 
pebbles or rubble, about two and one

probable, This summer a prospect of 
carbonate of lime and pure — mineral 
bitumen was found on the lower Atha- 
basea, I have not.as yet been able to 
ascertain ils extent, In any case tho 
Jinportance of this’ prospect is very 
considerable as the very best authori- 
ties agree that this is the Kind of rock 
that makes the highest grade of 
asphalt pavement, in fact, all of the 
modern bitletio pavements are nothing 
more than an attempt by a-scientifie 
mixture of assembled ingrediencies to 
make pure asphaltum, such as is found 
or mined in Seyssel in Franee, which 
is the standard of all asphallum. I am 
of the opinion that in the Athabasca 
country 1s to be found suffielent differ- 
ent material, all more or less asphaltic 
or bitumen in nature, to warrent im- 
mediate attention, and most certainly 
transportation.

Let the par- 


lisans fight-as they, will, 


GONSTRUCTION OF

The time was when members of 
clubs, in contracting for the laying out 
of a course, stipulated: that it should 
not be “too severe,’ for the reason 
that fun and exercise were the para- 
mount issues. Nowadays, however, 
the desire is quite the other way. 
Bunkers on the putting greens would 
be acceptable if it would insure a 
modern ciroult. 

Donald Ross, the former . open 
champion of Massachusetts, who has 
done considerable travelling of late for 
the purpose of planning courses, takes 
this a5 an enoouraging sign for the best 
development of the game. Thore are 
others who agree with him. There is 
no douht that the general standard of 
golf in America can only. attain as high 
Q plane as the British Isles when Jinks 
In th United States are made mors 
exacting. Acouracy is thus compelled, 
and good results to a player's same 
are bound to come. The resourseful- 
hess in the golfer to overcome olther 
natural or artificial handicaps are-thus 
developed. :

_ Now York, July 12:—The commis- 
sion appointed by the French govern- 
ment fome months ago to inquire into 
the alleged ‘doping’? of ragehorses, 
has just presented Its report to tho 
Minister of Agrioulture. 

The report deals extensively with the 
Various experiments carried out and 
thelr results, It states that the varl- 
ous racing sooletles who control tha 
sport In France may be perfectly satis- 
fied that tha analysis of a horae’s 
saliva after a race revealg without a 
shadow of doubt !f a horse has been 
doped or not. 

The commission first set out to sat- 
isfy themselves that there was nothing 
in the saliva of a horse in a normal 
state after a race whioh might lead It 
to ba supposed that it had been doped. 
Racehorses wore placed at tho disposal 
of the commission, an imitation race 
being held under the exact conditions

Bob Fitzsimmons was wont to let 
loose now and again. It was such a 
blow that floored the Akron Glant, Gus 
Ruhlin, with so much ylolence that his 
nose hit the floor frst, and hit it very 
hard, I 

"There {s nothing new under~ the 
sun, Years ago, when John’ L. Sulli- 
yan, then the mightiest of the mighty 
in American pugilism, traveled through 
the United States, knocking out. all 
comers as they presented themselves 
and promising to hand # tempting sum 
of money oyer to anyone who ‘could 
resist his attack for four rounds, it was 
published far and wide that John was 
the ‘first to use the blow to the chin, 
until some one discovered that away 
back in the late sixties Abe Hloken won 
the lightweight championship of Amer- 
ica by landing exactly the same punch 
on the chin of one Pete Maguire 
heavily cnough to fracture the Ameri- 
can's jaw. 

“By and by when Hicken was-every- 
where—but in America—hoing credi- 
ted with having discovered the most 
potent punch of all, an old bookworm 
drew the attention of London Sporting 
Life to the fact that the Kknookout by 
way of the chin was known to the 
ancients of boxing. Various. works 
were mentioned’ as* providing the ne- 
cessary evidence, The wallop on the 
chin was, in the days of Cribb, and 
those who followed him, known as tha 
“whisker blow.’ Most men of -the 
time shaved s0 as lo oxpose the lower 
portion of the face—from the corners 
of the mouth down—-thus leaving bare 
on either side, the surface which had 
to the struck for the ‘whisker. blow' to 
be effective.” : ;

Oannot Judge 

In regard to Griffo | can only say 
that I did not have the opportunity of 
judging the young man's merits when 
he wag at his best. I did not see him 
in action until he had passed his hey- 
day and then only once or twice in 
events for which he had no training 
and seemed little concerned as to 
which way. the decision went, 

He had degenerated into a Queens- 
berry clown at the time of which I 
speak, and was more fired with the 
ambition to make the spectators laugh 
than anything else, He retained sufll- 
cient of his handiness with the gloves 
to make things interesting for his op- 
ponents, but his. blows were of the 
mushy order and his defense not nearly 
so complete as if had been in former 
years. 

Whatever he might have been earlier 
in his career, Griffo was certainly more 
of a trick performer or Juggler when 1 
saw him, ; 

So far as Griffo may figure in a dis- 
cussion of this kind, I would prefer to 
piss the question on to other critics 
who had opportunities of making com- 
parisons between Grilfo and other Aus- 
tralians when Griffo was at his best. 

Some Clever Men 

Australia sent us some exceedingly 
clever ring: men‘ and now, with my ex- 
periences and recollections mellowed 
by years, I have no hesitation in saying 
that Peter Jacksdun was the ‘‘most per- 
fect boxer” of? all the Antipodeans I 
have seen in real-action. 

George Dawsdén had ideas of his‘own 
and did not hew* fo the lines of the 
Mace ideals of: boxing, Judged by 
what he accomplished in the ring he 
earned the right to, be described as 
clever, but he was far from being as 
well-balanced a piece of fighting ma- 
chinery as Jackson.

Peter Jackson was the most talented 
exponent of the Mace school of boxing 
the writer ever came across. He knew 
how to leail and counter, and time and 
measure, and his foolwork always 
rhymed with his first play. He could 
duck, snap back and sidestep in a be- 
wilderimg way, and he appeared to be 
always within range as far as his own 
allack was concerned and out of range 
when his adversary tried retaliation. 

I remember Jackson's first mateh al 


Francisco back in 1888, His opponent 
was George Godfrey, the Boston co- 
lored heavyweight who, on account of 
his endurance, was known as “Old 
Ironsides.””. I will never forget the 
pained look which came over Godfrey's 
face when he first ran foul of the 
Jackson straight left. Peter, who 
seemed to haye an arm as long as an 
oar, picked Godfrey off his feet with a 
lunging blow and placed him on his 
honkers in the floor. Godfrey had 
proved himself a game fellow in many 
hard fights, but as he sat there that 
ulght the expression on his counten- 
ance was one of mingled surprise and 
discouragement. 

A little later In the evening Georrge 
received a heart punch from Jackson's 
right and with glazed eyes and quiver- 
ing ribs he~feebly held a hand aloft 
and acknowledged defeat. 

Good Timing 

Jackson’s accurate Inowledge’ of 
timing Was shown in his battle with 
Big Joe McAuliffe, the Misslon Giant, 
For a number of rounds Jackson prod- 
ded the giant with stralght lefts and 
‘kept his own head bobbing to escape 
McAuliffe’s lumbering back fire. Then 
Jackson feinted McAuliffe into leading 
with his left. Joe straigtened his arm 
and Jackson threw his head aside and 
allowed the blow to pass over his 
shoulder. While doing so he brought 
bis right across anda sharp spat, fol- 
lowed by a trickle of blood from Big 
Joe's ear, showed that the giant had 
been effectively and heavily countered. 

After that Big Joe was out down 
slowly and scientifically. . He was too 
big to take liberties—or rather chances 
—-with, and Jackson whipped him ar- 
tistically and came out of the meleo 
without a scratch. ss 

1 am wandering way from the 
point, however, and illustrating how 
dangerous it.{s for old time critics to 
reminiscence. 

In answer to my correspondent I 
will simply repeat that Peter Jackson 
was the “most perfect boxer" of all 
the Australians I had opportunity of

Jn boxing, like everything 
qise, If you are self-conscious, you 
cannot ba successful, “As soon as I put 
on the gloves, I ‘forgot all: abut the 
people in front of the foollights, 1) 
could not even sea them, It was not} 
quite so easy to forget the ring of 
spectators on the stage, for 1 am used 
to having so many beautiful ladies in 
pretty costumes standing close to the 
ropes. 

“It Is very strange to be making so 
much money in such & pleasant way. 
When my manager discovered ma I was 
{3 4,2-years old, and I was carning only 
a franc a day In a coal mine, When he 
Wished me to go:in for training my 
parents wore unwilling to Jose even 
that amount of money, but he gald he 
himself would pay the france a day. 

“In my first year I made 8100, in 
the next $750, in the third $5,600, fn) 
the fourth $35,000 and already in this 
year, I haye made about $50,000. My 
parents, to whom I gaye my nvst| 
$5,000, rejoice very much in my suc-

ARE IMPROVING 
MORE RAPIDLY

‘Local autoists “say that the ‘state- 
ment is only partly correct, In the 
HHeighbourlood- of Edmonton there. are 
plenty of good runs with the ‘best of 
ronds, However in ‘the eastern part of 
ihe proyhice and it-is said that even 
betxveen here and Calgary there «are 
stretehes of road over which it is near- 
ly impossible to travel, 

At the same time autoists who have 
houred thiS country during the past 
two or three years say that there has 
been a grealimprovementsin that time, 
The roads are now better made and 
more direct.) ‘There are roads: which 
one can follow and arrive sonhewhere 
‘Hinstead of as. a few years. ‘ago one 
would start on a road and keep on 
travelling ~ indefinttely — arriving no~ 
where, 

Automobile clubs formed jin all the 
ejtles in the west are using thelr in- 
fluence to have roads improved, and 
they are succeeding.

HOW RUSKIN RE-WROTE, 


For writers or would-be writers who 
think that to exhibit any sort of merit 
they should be able to ‘dash off" page 
afler page of matter in practically the 
form in which it should remain, there 
is instruction. and encouragement in 
the original manuscripts of Ruskin now 
offered for sale. It appears that Rus- 
kin, in the vigor of his mental powers, 
Was by no means dashy, Undoubtedly 
he yielded himself to the leading of 
genius, but he seems to have made a 
practice of leading genius Jaboriously 
back over the path that had been taken.
